If you live in Jermyn and are a cable TV 
subscriber, it’s going to cost you $1 more a 
month,effective Nov. 1, 1981. 

Jermyn Borough Council, at its October 
meeting Thursday night at the Community 
Center voted unanimously to grant David 
A. Adams Cable Television, Dundaff, a 
dollar-a-month increase in its CATV fees, 
bringing the Jermy.: rate to $8 a month. 

“Here I am again...I’m almost a member 
of this town,” quipped Adams, who was 
present at the session conducted by Council 
President Idris D. (Donald) Edwards. 

The increase will bring costs of CATV in 
the up-valley borough to $8 for the first set, 
$2 for the second and third, and $1 for each 
additional set. 

Adams also told the council he has been 
notified by Home Box Office Inc. that the 
cost of their “package," including Madison 
Square Garden sporting events and USA 
network, will go to $10 a month beginning 
Jan. I, 1982. 

In 1968 Adams and the borough signed a 
non-exclusive, 20-yefir contract. He has had 
only two increases since that time, one in 
1976, which caused a flap among Jermyn 
residents, and one in Sept., 1980. 

Against the objections of Councilman 
John Comonitski, who voted against it, the 
solons gave final approval to the new Police 
Pension Fund for Jermyn’s two fulltime uni¬ 
formed officers. Chief Alfred J. Zaborowski 
and Patrolman James M. Reilly. 

Comonitski objected to the plan, to b© 
administered through the Pennsylvania 
Association of Boroughs, asking “Are we 
moving in the right direction?" 

“It will cost us $1,400 a year to have it 
administered. I can’t see throwing away that 
$ 1,400. Let’s take it out of the local bank and 
put it into CD’s,” he suggested. 

Edwards added that there is $102,000 in 
the First National Bank of Jermyn. When 
Comonitski said, “Personally, I don’t think 
it’s worth it," 

Councilman Jack Stevens said, “Then 
who would administer it for us?“ Council¬ 
man James Davis Jr. noted, “There would 
be no savings. The Jermyn bank would also 


charge us to administer the fund.” 

The plan passed on a five-to-one vote. 
(Councilmen Theodore Chrusch Jr., Robert 
Westington and Thomas Rosemergey were 
absent from the session). 

The pension plan, which Jermyn police 
have been anxious to see passed, and which 
they are reportedly pleased about, will be 
effective Jan. 1, 1982. Maximum age for 
participants is 60. Officers may retire at age 
55 with 25 years of service, or at age 60 with 
20 years. It is a non-contributory plan for the 
officer^, with $25,000 death benefits 
included. 

Chief praised 

In a related police matter, both Edwards 
and Mayor Edward (Rip) Callahan com¬ 
mended Chief Zaborowski, who was at the 
meeting, for the total of arrests made in the 
borough in recent months. A monthly report 
from District Magistrate Donald A. Yur- 
gosky, included in the September police 
report, showed a total of $1,122 in fines.of 
which the borough received $526.50, col¬ 
lected during the month.
